Speak- 
ing on “safety factors in aerody- 
namics of. design,” he asserted that, 
while the problem of control of 
planes in normal flight has been! 
solved by research and wind tun- 
nel tests, the problem of control 
over stalls and the closely associat- 
ed “spins” has not yet been com- 
pletely worked out. 

The deve'opment of the slotted 
wing, which may be employed at 
the discretion of the pilot, is ex- 
pected by Dr. Watter to provide 
the eventual solution of the prob- 
lem of bringing the plane out of 
stalls whi'e still allowing the in- 
tentional stall that precedes suc- 
cessful landing.

ASHINGTON, Oct. 4, 

—Despite a sharp de- 
cline in August, as compared 
with the previous month, 
j}exports of American auto- 
|motive products for the first 
eight months of this year es- 
tablished a new high record, 
it was disclosed today by the 
Department of Commerce. 

The total value for the first eight 
months of this year reached the sum 
of $440,058,995. as compared with 
$357,226,663 and $287,956,145 for the 

|}Ssame periods of 1928 and 1927, re- 

| spectively. 

| For the first eight months of 

| each of the years 1927, 1928 and 

| 1929, the monthly average has 
improved approximately $10,000,- 
000 each year. The monthly aver- 
age for 1927 was $35,969,518; for 

1928, $44,653,335, and for the pres- 
| emt year, $55,007,374. 

Exports in August last represented 
the lowest figure since last Decem- 
ber. Shipments abroad in August 
amounted to $37,932,530, a decline 
of $11,426,469, or 23 per cent. below 
July, and $10,833,022, or 22 per cent. 
under the total for August, 1928. 

Total shipments of passenger cars 
and trucks for August amounted to 
$24,618,013, which was 22 per cent. 
below July and 24 per cent. under 
August of last year. 

The percentage decrease in pas- 
senger car export valuation, as com- 
pared with July, was 23 and of 
trucks, 21. Passenger car shipments 
were also 35 per cent. under August, 
1928, while truck shipments, 
amounting to $10,059,583, were ap- 
proximately the same as the figure 
for the corresponding month of last 
year. 

Argentina retained its place as 
the leading market for shipments 
of American passenger cars, fol- 
lowed by Australia, Canada and 
British South Africa. With the 
exception of Canada, exports to 
these countries were under the 
July figures. In fact, the only ome

Of course the idea of a solar motor is not new. 
we are mistaken the idea of using the heat derived 
the sun occurred to various minds in the ancient world. 
However, any practical application of it has never been 
made, insofar we know, in the field of actual driving 
power. 

Announcement has just been made by Dr. Robert 
Goddard, head of the physics department of Clark Uni- 
versity in Worcester, Mass., that he has perfected a solar 
motor, which successfully absorbs the heat rays of the 
sun and converts them into steam power. It is claimed 
that laboratory tests with a small motor of Dr. Goddard's 
design have demonstrated the soundness of the prin- 
ciples involved. It is further claimed that the device will 
have a wide application of practical usefulness on farms. 

The description of the solar motor is briefly this: 
mirror of polished aluminum or duralumin is mounted with | 
its convex surface upward. Above it at the apex of four legs 
is fitted a hemispherical lens of clear quartz, which is bolted 
to a hollow body.

The intense heat converts water and mercury into vapor at 
high pressure and this drives turbines. , 

Of course much of the value of such a device, even if it 
demonstrates its ability to generate power, will depend on 
the cost of supplying a given quantity of power. Chemists 
can make in the laboratory a good many of the necessities 
of human life, but in most cases the cost of synthetic pro- 
duction is greater than that of the same products produced 
naturally. 


Nevertheless this announcement is interesting. It shows | 


how widely our scientists are sweeping the field for improve- 
ments in present methods of doing things. A few years ago 
the world would have been frankly skepical of any such 
announcement, but now with radio a household development, 
with talking movies in most of our theatres, with television 
just around the corner, the general public is quite ready to 
credit the possibility of even greater advances.

If 
manufacturing stopped right now, the year would still be 
a record breaker. And 1930 looks like another good 
automotive year.
